Welding Engineers 
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Personal Stake 


HOSE who study such matters tell us that on Budget Day, 15 April, we 
T shall hear from the Chancellor that there is a substantial surplus. Our 

Parliamentary correspondent believes that a very good case can be made 
for a reduction in the tax on petrol. Certainly the cost of transportation, 
whether of themselves or their food and goods, falls directly on everyone. A 
reduction in the cost of fuel would help appreciably, at a time when living costs 
seem at last to be about static, if not yet falling. 

From the motorist’s point of view—and the Minister of Fuel and Power 
once estimated that 80 per cent of all motoring was for business and 
professional reasons and not all of the remaining 20 per cent for pleasure, but 
for a sub-stratum of essential purposes—a tax of over 100 per cent on such a 
commodity seems amoral. At present the fuel tax is 2s 6d per gallon, while 
the petrol itself sells at 1s 9d to 2s 1d. It could hardly be claimed that 6d 
a gallon off the tax would be inflationary. 

We have another suggestion: for years taxes on motoring, and the so-called 
road fund, have infuriated motorists because they seemed discriminatory and, 
because they have been used for everything but roads, deceitful. Car owners 
would not resent high purchase tax, fuel tax and licence fees nearly so much 
if they felt the money was in fact to pay for new and better roads. Last 
November a Civil Engineers’ conference on highway needs estimated that a sum 
of £1,200m over 10 years would be needed to bring our roads up to standard 
for traffic requirements. 

Today for the first time for very many years a rather small-scale but serious 
attempt is being made to build new highways. Why not let motorists share 
directly in the effort? Reduce fuel tax by, say, only 6d but in addition 
divert 1s of the remaining tax into a true road fund. This should bring in 
about £120m per annum, the estimated requirement, and comfortably more 
than the £84m voted for roads this year. Paper manipulation you may 
say—yes, but one that sugars the pill, gives it a meaning, and helps to counter 
the old irritant. 


Part-Time Fans 


OOLING fans are undesirable devices; in general, they do essential work 
only when a car is stationary or crawling in traffic, and at other umes they 
absorb power unnecessarily and quite often produce 
squeakings and vibrations. Many people who have had cause to drive their 
cars with the fan detached or uncoupled will confirm that the running is 
quieter and smoother, especially at high speeds. 

Very few cars manage without a fan, but various clutch systems have been 
devised to withdraw the fan drive when the cooling air-flow is unnecessary. 
The fan need not be driven by the engine; an electric motor will do the job 
well enough, but this adds weight, complication and cost in return for the 
ability to switch the fan off or control its speed. 

We recall several schemes: there was the electric fan on the Jowett R4, 
then Peugeots have an electro-magnetic fan clutch available on some models, 
and there is an American hydraulic-drive fan. The 4.3-litre B.R.M. was to 
have had a spring-loaded clutch, the balance being between the thrust of the 
fan blades and the spring tension. This last-named system seems to offer 
promise for simple automatic declutching of the fan at a predetermined engine 
speed. 

For the DS19, Citroen devised a moulded plastic fan with many blades, 
which seems to have much to commend it. We wonder whether blade angle 
and stiffness might not be so designed as to allow automatic feathering to occur 
progressively after a certain rotational speed had been exceeded.

Hit the New York Motor 

Show opens early next month,

might have been made). For some months 
to come the whole production of Road- 
sters will have to go to dollar countries. 

Seven main variants of the new two- 
seater are listed and of these, three are 
likely to make up almost the entire pro- 
duction for the tme being. There is the 
standard model with 190 b.h.p., two- 
carburettor engine, drum brakes and all 
basic .equipment; automatic transmission 
is offered as an alternative to the manual 
box, which may also have overdrive. 
Then there is the Special Equipment 
model with 210 b.h.p., two-carburettor 
(blue-top) engine, disc brakes, wire wheels 
and dual-exhaust system: transmission 
alternatives are as for the standard model. 
Finally there is the 150 Type S with a 
new three-carburettor (gold top) version 
of the now famous 34-litre engine. This

The ports still are, 
in fact, slightly curved but are straighter 
than previously, and with the revised port 
contour there is improved filling at the 
higher engine speeds. The compression 
ratio is 9 to l. 

Completely new induction piping 
1ccompanies this head; it is built in three 
sections of curved pairs, each serving two 
cylinders from one of the three S.U. 
H.D. 8 two-inch carburettors. The induc- 
tion pipes are designed so that all the 
passages are of equal length, and ram 
effect is the same at each valve. The three 
carburettors carry trumpet-shaped intakes 


Power curves for the three variants of the 3,442 
c.c. (210 cu in) engine of the XK/50 series 
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which help to extend the effective length 
of the inlet passages. Air is drawn through 
an intake silencer fitted with steel-mesh 
flame trap. This engine is also fitted with 
lead-bronze bearings. 

The greater power of this unit is felt 
particularly in the higher ranges, but there 
has been a considerable increase in torque 
throughout. It is not the company’s policy 
to issue detail performance figures, 
although these, of course, have been 
obtained during development. The S 
Type engine was tested, and performance 
recorded, at M.I.R.A. in a 150 hard top 
The Roadster should be lighter than the 
other two versions, but, with fixed screen, 
it is aerodynamically a little less clean for 
high speeds than the hard top. The per- 
formance of the S.E. mode! Roadster will 
approximate closely to that of the hard top 
recently tested by The Autocar. The 
Type S Roadster is likely to have a maxi- 
mum speed of 135 to 140 m.p_h. and to be 
capable of a standing quarter-mile in 
under 17sec. Top-gear acceleration 
figures for 20 m.p.h. increments up to over 
100 m.p.h. are all in the 6-and-a-fraction 
sec class. 

Dunlop RS4 tyres, newly introduced, 
are fitted to the 150s. It is understood that 
these cars are not at all sensitive to tyre 
type or tread, but naturally great care 
must be taken when dealing with a car of 
such high performance. 

To our question as to provision of a 
starting handle, we were asked if we had 
tried swinging a 9-to-1, 34-litre engine 
recently! The Roadsters are very well 
equipped and appointed; their bumpers 
are sturdy but shapely, that at the back

On the Road 


We were able to take a short run in one 
of the first Roadsters before its shipment 
to America, to sample ride comfort but not 
performance—not only was the car far 
from run in, but snow lay on the roads 

The car is remarkably quict, and the 
exhaust cannot normally be heard. The 
only small wind noise, coming from 
behind the passenger, is caused apparently 
at the lower rear edges of the windows, 
behind which the hood cover extends 
slightly. The curved screen gives good 
wind protection and the side windows can 
be wound down without there being 
draughts. Such wind as is felt can be kept 
out if one’s coat collar is turned up or a 
scarf worn. The cockpit is roomy but 
snug. Vision all round is excellent. With 
the hood up vision is still quite adequate 
and the head room just sufficient.

so many big international rallies 

in recent years, Peter Harper and 
the Sunbeam Rapier—this time with Bill 
Deane as co-driver—at last pulled it off, 
with an outright win in last week’s R.A.C. 
Rally of Great Britain. The Arctic condi- 
tions that prevailed throughout three- 
quarters of the 1,850-mile route suited 
Harper’s uncanny ability to maintain 
high average speeds on ice and snow— 
an ability that already this year had 
brought him into fifth place in the recent 
snow-bound Monte Carlo Rally.

to qualify as finishers. More indicative is 
the fact that only 15 cars managed to 
climb Hardknott Pass, in the Lake 
District, and only 82 passed through 
Charterhall, northernmost point of the 
route, and took the test there. 

The Rally started at breakfast time last 
Tuesday week, the 85 Blackpool cars 
leaving from 7 a.m. onwards, at one- 
minute intervals; the remainder, starting 
from Hastings, carried on astern, the first 
car leaving after the last Blackpool car 
had left. The two columns converged at 
Prescott, near Cheltenham, where they 
joined up into a single phalanx, took the 
Prescott test and set forth for Chateau 
Impney. From here, through the Tues- 
day night, and navigating on one-inch 
Ordnance Survey maps, they slithered 
and slewed their way through the Welsh 
mountains to emerge at Corwen, driving 
on to Blackpool, and a ten-hour ‘rest 
period, during Wednesday. In the even- 
ing they moved on, navigating their way 
through the snowy Lake District and up 
into southern Scotland, during the 
Wednesday night and Thursday, and 
finally heading southwards again. The 
third, and last, night began near en 3 
en-le-Frith, and easier, less sno 
led southwards through the aS the 
cars finally reaching the finish at 
Hastings during the Friday afternoon and 
evening. 

Prescott, noon Tuesday, 11th. 


BY MID-DAY the paddock at Prescott 
had begun to fill up with cars and crews, 
arriving after a comparatively gentle run 
from the two starting points. Some, well 
ahead of time, had the opportunity to 
tighten up the odd nut and bolt that had 
worked Igose, and to check the route for 
the stage ahead. 

It was cold and bright and the surface 
was mostly dry, except that under the 
trees damp — | lurked to catch the 
unwary. The road had stood up well to 
the ravages of the winter; there were a 
few rough patches near the ‘bridge, but the 
Bugatti Owners’ Club has every right 
to feel proud of the hill. Lyndon Sims, 
number 1, in his red Aston Martin, was 
first man up and was fast and neat. He 
was followed by I. A. Maiden, Jaguar 
XK140, who seemed to miss a gear at 
Orchard, and so lost five marks. 

An unfamiliar car up the hill was 
E. R. V. Walker’s Armstrong Siddeley; it 
held the road well and climbed without a 
great deal of tyre noise, in strong con- 
trast to D. G. Scott’s Ford, which went 
through the Esses very fast—and mostly 
sideways. Peter Bolton overdid things 
here and got into trouble, only to find that 
his run had been mistimed; his next run 
was more successful as his "A.C. Ace lost 
only four marks. 

At the start line, later competitors 
were finding the take off difficult as mud 
from the paddock was carried on to the 
course. John Wallwork was one of the 
few who lost no marks and his red, left- 
hand-drive 1900 Alfa Romeo left with a

Chateau Impney, 1400 hrs. Tuesday. 
There were a few snow showers on the 
way across from Prescott—a foretaste of 
what was to come. In the grounds of the 
Chateau a test had been marked out on a 
loose surface. It involved crossing a line 
A with all four wheels, reversing round 
a bend shrouded by bushes and trees to 
line B, then forward to stop before the 
foul line. A number of cars tangled with 
the bushes when reversing, and the 
marshal at the line seemed rather in the 
line of fire. F. Dickinson, Ford 
Zephyr, overcorrected in this manceuvre, 
but was certainly not alone in doing so. 
Another Ford, piloted by A. C. 
Whatmough, was good and neat. 

R. Hooper’s Mk. III Sunbeam—a type 
which has scored many successes in past 
rallies—did well in spite of limited visi- 
bility through the small windows. An 
M.G. Magnette entered by A. Griffiths 
had an odd-sounding exhaust, and from 
K. H. James’ 1.5 Riley came a great 
crunching of gears when reverse was 
engaged as the car was moving forward; 
a similar noise came from P. E. Foden’s 
sister car. Ann Hall’s small Ford did 


well to drop only 2.3 marks, but Pat Moss, 
Minor 1000, improved on this with a loss 
of only 0.4. The three works Sunbeam 
Rapiers were good and quick, and the 
small Standards driven by Paddy Hopkirk 
and French champion Annie Soisbault 
also put up good times. 

At Chateau Impney competitors’ time 
from arrival to restarting had been 
extended by forty-five minutes to com- 
pensate for a discrepancy in the mileage 
on the route card, and so once again there 
was time to check maps and deal with 
the odd mechanical defects before setting 
off for Tenbury and Wales. There were 
icy patches on the road near Shelsley 
Walsh but everyone arrived at the time 
control at Tenbury without trouble. 

A heavy blizzard near Hay slowed the 
competitors a littl, and then the long 
convoy was over the border into Wales. 
Just after Sennybridge, the red glow of 
tail lights could be seen reaching up to 
the sky as the cars lined up for the timed 
hill climb at Eppynt. The test here con- 
sisted of a 500-yard sprint on a steep 
gradient; before the cars were started there 
was a strong smell of hot clutch linings as 


they inched their way up to the line. 
Competitors were given fifteen and five 
second warnings by the marshal 
were started by a green light. Cuth 
Harrison, Ford Zephyr, was almost caught 
on the hop as he did ‘not hear the first 
warning, but his loss of only 0.4 marks 
left no doubt of the car’s capabilities. 
K. H. James, 1.5 Riley, took off well and 
rapidly disappeared over the top. 

R. C. Willis, Volkswagen, E. Lewis, 
Lotus, and E. Brinkman, ly overshot 
the turning off the main road and had to 
come back to the hill. At the top the 
route went across an artillery range, back 
down to the main , and on to the next 
test at Lydstep. It was here the fun really 
began; the weather changed the accent of 
deciding factors from the tests to marks 
lost on the road. It was here, too, that 
one of the littl Berkeleys broke a drive 
shaft, and nearly everyone had trouble on 
the ice-covered road leading to the test.

Now real winter conditions were en- 
countered and the only things missing to 
complete the picture were wolves. Most

fortunate crews were those who could fit 
chains. Soon after Lydstep a large saloon 
slid, completely out of control, blocked 
the road and caused delay and diversions. 
The stark Lotus entered by E. Lewis 
managed to circumvent the holdup, only 
to ground the sump on a rock and spill its 
oil over the snow-covered road. Tommy 
Rowe, Mk. VII Jaguar, came down a hill 
sideways; he reached the foot out of breath 
but unscratched. 

Walker’s Armstrong finished up in a 
hedge; the crew considerately stationed 
themselves up the road to warn others of 
the obstruction. T. G. Whites’ Vauxhall 
Victor pressed on strongly, handicapped 
by a broken throttle rod, the driver con- 
trolling the car by the ignition switch. 

The route led to Tregaron where there 
was a meal stop in the early hours of 
Wednesday morning, then via the old 
coach road to Rhayader and to Dinas 


Mawddwy and Bwykh-y-Groes, where 
deep snow and ice brought those who 
attempted the gradient to a_ standstill, 


except a few lucky ones. P. R. Procter, 
Aston Martin, was one who had a go but 
had to return and take another road. 
Peter Bolton’s A.C. Ace stuck on the first 
right-hand bend but got up later after 
having snow grips fitted. D. L. Nurse’s 
Renault Dauphine, three up and with de- 
flated rear tyres, made it with a lot of 
wheelspin. 

E. H. Harrison, M.G. A, was very 
unlucky—his car got nearly to the top, 
but was then baulked by another competi- 
tor; Harrison was unable to restart in the 
awful conditions, so turned round and 
came down again. Ann Hall, as might 
be expected, got her Ford up and away, 
and B. W. Fursden’s Skoda was also one 
of the few stalwarts which made a success- 
ful attack on the famous hill.

The control had closed by the time 
many of the cars arrived at Corwen, and 
they drove on to Oulton Park and Aintree

Competitors who had either failed to 
get up the Bwylch or had chosen another 
way round found difficulties even on main 
road hills. Lumsden, Morris Minor 
Traveller, got going after being extracted 
from the gutter by the local road gang, 
who shovelled grit under the wheels and 
added extra weight on the rear bumper. 
The road could be climbed, however, as 
shown by A. B. Fraser, whose Sunbeam 
Rapier went up like a bomb. 

By now many were running late and 
road penalties were mounting up, but the 
leaders were still going strong. Gould- 
bourn and T. A. Gold, Standard Pennants, 
were in a strong position, with Ann Hall 
and Pat Moss running well for the ladies’ 
award. But Oulton Park and Aintree 
had more penalty marks to add to those 
already collected, and some competitors 
arrived at the two circuits to find the 
controls closed. 


Blackpool, 11 a.m., Wednesday. 

Arrival at Blackpool coincided with a 
snow warning and a wind so cold that not 
even the resources of the publicity depart- 
ment could have tempered it. The test 
was an elongated figure 8 on the prom- 
enade, and when Pulley’s black Jaguar 
did most of it backwards at high speed 
spectators could be forgiven for thinking 
that the organizers must have taken leave 
of their senses. But really it was straight- 
forward and some keen times were 
recorded, by Sims in the Aston Martin, 
Scott’s Zephyr, Grant’s Morgan, Gold’s 
Standard and Peter Morgan’s Morgan. 
Yarranton and Goodall were close to 
Peter’s time, showing once again how 


ideal Morgans are for this type of 
manceuvring test. By contrast, O. Issard- 
Davies’ Mercedes seemed to lurch round 
to achieve a time that was about 4sec 
slower than the Morgan team average. 
The Speedwell Austin, looking consider- 
ably the worse for wear and with a broken 
screen, lifted its wheels off the ground but 
landed again safely. 

The blizzard hit Blackpool during 
Wednesday afternoon, and the night 
section north (route card No. 2) became 
a struggle against wet snow with ice 
patches underneath. Towtop’s test, a 
timed restart and climb, became a 
Shangri-la unreachable by many who 
were baulked by helplessly sliding cars, 
but for fantasy there was nothing to 
touch the Ulpha test in the west Lake 
District. The route was up the Duddon 
Valley out over Hardknott from Cockley 
Beck, down the Esk Valley to Boot, and 
then back over Birker Moor to the steep 
hill down into Ulpha by the Traveiler’s 
Rest Inn. On this hill was an accelerate- 
and-stop and hill-climb test with the 
first competitor due at midnight. 


Lake District, midnight, Wednesday. 

By 10 o'clock there was 44in of snow 
on the hill and you could hardly stand 
on the steep gradient. Far up in the 
direction of Stickle Pike, 1,200ft, the 
flicker of head lights began to be seen as 
competitors struggled towards Hardknott. 
But the infamous Pass stopped many, 
and soon cars were coming down the 
Duddon Valley to the foot of the Ulpha 
test hill instead of the top. There was a 
hasty consultation and then they were 
allowed to climb the test hill to the In 
control and return to the test and the Out 
control. But the hill was almost unclimb- 
able and was soon chaotic with wildly 
sliding cars, the staccato rattle of driving 
chains, the smell of clutch linings and

as a weather vane, indicating which way the wind of the 

motoring public’s opinion may blow if and when the 
European free market comes into force. Like Belgium, she 
requires quite large numbers of cars but produces none for 
herself; her people can buy without the bias of patriotism. 
British exports, however, have to make a sea crossing and a long 
overland journey, whereas France, Germany and Italy are com- 
paratively near neighbours. 

The rate of import is rising slowly—for instance, from 
56,343 private cars in 1956 to 57,788 in 1957. Of these Germany 
supplied 32,196 last year and more than 30,000 the previous 
year. The most successful make was Volkswagen, with 12,317 
(9,931 in 1956). France’s figures for 1957 were 10,892 (9,296), 
Italy’s 5,670 (5,830), the United Kingdom’s 5,464 (down from 
5,857) and the U.S. 3,394 (4,645). 

There is real concern in Switzerland about traffic congestion 
over her inadequate roads during the tourist months. That 
factor, and the increasing bulk of the American car, have 
greatly reduced its popularity among the Swiss.

Although the Swiss authorities are clearly anxious to set about 
the building of autoroutes without delay they have another great 
problem—to double hydro-electric capacity and make the 
country less dependent on others for power; at present about 
68 per cent has to be bought out, and consumption is rising 
alarmingly. An estimate for road-building and improvements 
is four thousand million Swiss francs (about £3334 million); at 
least three times that amount is required for the hydro-electric 
plant and installations. Cheap, home-produced power is re- 
quired for manufacturing industry; more and better roads would 
help that and Switzerland’s other industry—tourism. These 
problems form a backcloth to the 28th Geneva International 
Show. 


EUROPE’S only spring-time vehicle show to include com- 
mercial vehicles, motor-cycles, cycles and boats, as well 
as cars, the Geneva Salon (13-23 March) this year has greatly 
increased floor space and many more exhibits. Nevertheless, 
there are signs that it is losing some of its significance, if ote 
because by March most of the 1958 models are established— 
there is nothing new to show the customers. There are some

raised eyebrows over the absence of the Volkswagen—Switzer- 
land’s most popular car—from the exhibition. Is it imsouciance, 
or is there something fresh brewing at Wolfsburg? First 
cousin Porsche also is absent. 

Apart from a full set from B.M.C., the Rootes Group and 
the Standard/Triumph combine, those present from Britain 
are A.C., Alvis, Bentley and Rolls-Royce, Berkeley, Bristol, 
Ford, Jaguar, Rover and Land-Rover, Lotus, Meadows Frisky 
and Vauxhall—the latter our best-seller in Switzerland. 

For the coachwork section the Italian specialists, as is usual, 
have brought over the Alps some attractive new ideas, and the 
Swiss, too, have some fine pieces to show. To deal first with 
the host’s products, the exhibits of Hermann Graber—all on 
the three-litre Alvis chassis—are classic examples of the coach- 
builder’s art, both in line and execution. All the Alvis cars 
marketed on the European continent have Graber-built bodies, 
whereas in Britain they are of local manufacture to Graber’s 
design. There are now three types: the TC108G saloon, the 
smalier and lighter Special coupé, and the Super, which is 
lighter still and has a more tuneful engine. 

Of particular interest are modifications to the TC108G, in 
which the driver’s pedals have been shifted slightly forward, 
and the roof has been raised and extended rearwards to make 
it a real four- or five-seater. This has been contrived without 
upsetting the car’s sleekness too much, and the revised design 
should be much more acceptable on the home market. There 
are further subticties of profile by which Graber has added to 


an already handsome car. For the Swiss market there is a 
new radiator grille with vertical centre strip, and the rear roof 
pillars now rake forward at their tops. The Special and Super 
still have strictly emergency seating in the rear. The convert- 


ibles are particularly fetching, with hoods that fold down flush 


into the bodywork. 

In Switzerland the Alvis range is priced between 29,500 and 
31,500 francs. They are considerably cheaper than the BMWs 
$03 and 507 and the Mercedes 300d, cost about the same as a 
Buick or a Dodge Lancer, but more than a Lancia Flaminia 
or a Mercedes 220S. Another successful Anglo-Swiss co- 
operative product is the 2.2-litre Bristol 406, with coachwork 
by the Gebriider Beutler of Thun, which has been seen pre- 
viously in both Paris and London. This appears long and 
imposing for its modest engine size, but has more space for 
its rear passengers than the 405. An A.C. Ace on the same 
stand has a special curved screen and hood arrangement by 
Worblaufen, which may work better than it looks. 

Another by Beutler is a Simca Aronde 1300 coupé—the 
Colombe (Dove). This exotic bird is painted in what can most 
easily be described as raspberry fool with cream on top. Ghia- 
Suisse show an intriguing but poorly finished coupé on the Lotus 
Eleven chassis, in red with a wide central band of white from 
nose to tail. This has individual lightweight seats of which 
the tubular frames are covered in sponge rubber and trimmed 
in leather, rather brief cushions and squabs being slung ham- 
mock-wise across the tubes. The door window frames are 
curved to extend into the roof, and ventilation is by small sliding 
panels above the waistline. 

A more deft rendering by the same builder is an Alfa Romeo 
1900C coupé with a particularly businesslike facia layout and 
elegant omieeuel leather trim. A stainless steel beading 
recessed beneath the door sill is swept round into the front 
wheel arch to provide a neat finishing touch. A stylized message 
in each rear quarter reads: Creazione P. Frua. 

A striking special equipment Jaguar XK150 has been styled 
by Zagato, although his radiator grille falls short of Jaguar’s 
own. This car is trimmed in brown suede leather, even to the 
facia and steering column. In the rear are pygmy seats, to 
carry luggage more often than passengers. Zagato shows his 
handiwork also on a Lancia Appia and an Abarth 750 chassis, 
but neither of these cars is new. 

No show would be complete without Pinin Farina to grace 
it. This time there are two Stars from the Turin Show—the 
Florida Ila two-door saloon on the Lancia Aurelia chassis, and 
his superb two-litre Alfa Romeo saloon, the Sestriere, this 
time in black with pastel green leather trim. His series pro- 
duction coupé on the Fiat 1200, which was shown as a proto- 
type at Turin, is being made as either a two- or four-seater. 
It is rather humpy in appearance. Farina also has small pro- 
duction lines moving at a new factory for “custom” bodies on

the Lancia Appia Special chassis and the Alfa Romeo Giulictta. 
His station wagon body on the Fiat 1200 will not now be made 
as he has not sufficient factory capacity, although his new 
premises are already up to 75 per cent working capacity. 

A new Farina work is a sporting saloon on a Cadillac chassis, 
commissioned by G.M, Externally this is sleck considering its 
vast dimensions, and its functional and delicate grille treatment 
an object lesson for transatlantic stylists. It has a more 
capacious living room—trimmed in pale blue leather—than the 
Buick he showed at Paris and Turin, but there is evidence of 
compromise. Thus the floor level is high relative to the waist- 
line, and the front seat backrest has had to be curtailed to main- 
tain this line. The steering-wheel looks oddly high in relation 
to the lower screen rail, but cannot be lowered without jeopard- 
izing clearance above the seat cushion. In line with other current 
Farina creations, there are very deep front and rear windows, 
and side windows of curved glass. 

Two bodies by Alfredo Vignale are based on a Nardi-modified 
Lancia Aurelia GT. chassis and a Triumph TR3. The first is 
a coupé having a tinted transparent sliding roof, with a maximum 
opening of about four inches. The rear window extends upwards 
to meet this, so that the transparency is unbroken from upper 
screen rail to luggage boot. Bright, fluted chrome pressings con- 
taining the signal winkers climb ladder-wis- up the rear pillars 
to flank the vast window. Although ingenious and nicely made, 
this arrangement complicates an otherwise graceful profile. This 
car is termed the Raggio Azzuro V2. 

The Triumph retains the rugged look of the standard product, 
but the Italianate influence has ffansformed its appearance. The 
bucket seats are trimmed in leopard skin and black leather. 

Viotti has two of his delightful little variations on the Fiat 500 
theme, and there is a fine coupé by Allemano based on a Fiat 
1200, having two enormous suitcases strapped behind the seats 
as well as a cavernous boot—for the extensive honeymoon, or for 
use as a camion de sport. 

There is surprising general,interest in the Rolls-Royce and 
Bentley stand, where are to be seen the sole examples of British 
specialist coachwork. The standard Bentley S saloon is supple- 
mented by the range of Continental two- and four-door saloons 
and a convertible by James Young, H. J. Mulliner and Park

Expectations that a new British-bodied Bristol 406 would 
appear have not been fulfilled. Something new from Sweden 
is the Volvo Amazon S, a tuned version of that company’s latest 


product having the twin-carburettor engine of the remarkably fast 
PV444 L Sport 16 B, which was tested last summer by The 
Autocar. Export models will be fitted with a new four-speed 
gear box, the three-speed alternative being available only in 
Sweden. This car wil] reach well over 90 m.p.h. on 14 litres, 
and seems destined for commercial success in i The 
single-carburettor Amazon is still listed; it has lower final drive 
gearing than the S series. 

Vauxhalls sell more cars in Switzerland than any other British 
manufacturer, and there is a constant throng around the current 
Velox and Cresta models. The new Victor estate car is also 
much in demand. 

Of the established French manufacturers, the Citroen stand 
includes two Belgian adaptations of the little 2 c.v.; one has an 
extra window built into cach rear —and very neatly done 

—to let more light into the interior, while the other carries a 
glazed shooting-brake adaptation of the 2 c.v. ven. The Peu- 
geots 203 and 403 have had to forego their fierce bonnet mascots 
—les lions meutriers, the French call them—to comply with new 
road safety regulations now in force in Switzerland : 
They are replaced by innocuous bright metal pressings. Inci- 
dentally, the Bentley’s B will presumably have to be removed, 
and also Rolls-Royce’s famous lady. Eared hub nuts on sports 
cars, too, may have to be replaced by hexagonal nuts. 

A little out of its depth among the coldly logical Swiss is a 
typical French fantasy, the Arbel Symetric, shown to Parisians for 
the first time a fortnight ago. A chassis and complete car are 
displayed. The single backbone frame is of large diameter 
welded stee] tubes; all four wheels are carried on t 
trailing arms, and suspension is by circular rubber i in 
compression, interleaved with light alloy cooling discs. The 
system is termed Thermogum (indicating its ability in dissipating 


The Arbe!l Symetric—o Parision whimsy bristling with novelties, in 
the foreground is its thermo-electric energy converter, supplying power 
to electric motors within each wheel 
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heat energy), and no dampers are fitted. Each wheel assembly 
contains an individual Electric-Drive motor for driving and 
braking, and propulsion is via one of three sources: first, a petrol 
engine " driving a rotative generator; second, via a static thermo- 
electric generator running in Genestafuel; and lastly, via a 
Genestatom generator deriving its energy from the waste residues 
of atomic power plants in cartridge form. Just how this will 
work remains to be seen, for the French government has for- 
bidden the use of this fuel in public places. 

The generating plant is carried at the rear of the frame, and 
looks reminiscent of two parallel aircraft gas turbines. Unortho- 
doxy sprouts from every corner of the Symetric. The four doors 
of the taxi-body shown are electrically operated by buttons on the 
Each door, when opened, falls away out of sight beneath 
and its window retracts upwards into a recess within the 
high domed roof. They can be opened to any desired degree 
whilst travelling in hot weather. A photo-electric cell dips the 
" red head lamps automatically when they encounter oncoming 
ehicles. At the same time a lamp recessed in each door sill 
preads an oblique beam across the approaching driver’s path to 
increase his range of vision. The screen-washing equipment 
ically replenishes itself by picking up rainwater, and even 

e ays empty themselves on to the road below. Very 
elaborate and well-produced catalogues in the American style are 
being distributed from the Arbel stand, suggesting that there is 
considerable capital behind it. Nevertheless, the poor quality 
of the plastic body, as well as its outrageous styling, forbid one 
from taking the project too seriously. 

Since its introduction at the Turin Show last autumn, the 
poised little Fiat 1200 Granluce saloon has had its front 
door hinges shifted forward, so that all doors now open rear- 
wards; the hinges no longer protrude from the body sides. 
Lancias have nothing new to show, but their range of Flaminia, 
G.T. Aurelia and Appia models is amongst the most select in 
terms of styling and engineering at Geneva; 53 b.h.p. is now 
put out by the special series Appia four-cylinder engine, of 
which the short crankshaft runs on only two main bearings. 

The prancing horse of Modena is represented by three cars, 
all on the 250 G.T. chassis (12 cylinders, 3 litres, 240 b-h.p.). 
These are a superb roadster by Pinin Farina, and two coupés 
now in series production by Boano. Rivalling them for beauty 
and speed are two Maseratis, a coupé by Superleggera and a 
convertible by Touring, both on the G.T. 3500 chassis (six 
cylinders, 3.5 litres, also 240 b.h.p.). Of the Alfa Romeos, all 
have appeared before, but two are not yet in production. The 
100 b.h.p. Giulietta Sprint Speciale aerodynamic coupé, which 
eventually will replace the Sprint Veloce, is expected to reach 
its first customers by June.

batch of export cars. The numbers of Alfa Romeos in Switzer- 
land have grown rapidly since 1954, and it is one of the few 
makes for which demand is still increasing. Already over 20 
selling agents and 40 service stations have been appointed there. 

A new version of the BMW 3.2-litre limousine, the 502 
Super, is shown for the first time. This has the Type 503 
140 b.h.p. engine, to give it a claimed maximum speed of about 
110 m.ph. There are no other BMW surprises, but the 
smeactive and practical little 600 has some well-planned addi- 
tions to its range of two-tone colour schemes. The Opel two- 
door Ascona saloon in the four-cylinder Rekord range is selling 
extremely well in its native Germany—about 120,000 since last 
November. 

A generalization about German cars is that their facia designs 
are, in the main, gaudy or drab, according to the price bracket 
of the car, but scarcely ever in good taste by British or Italian 
standards. Even on the noble Mercedes there is an excess of 
chrome embellishment which detracts from the facia’s strictly 
functional purpose. Heavy masses of exterior chrome likewise 
detract from otherwise well-styled cars from the same country.

AST week I spent a few hours in 
the company of the Quality. As 
we sipped our chilled gin, which had 
been shown a “ French ” bottle, the talk 
was of Rolls-Royces and Bentleys 
Vulgar subjects such as the quality of 
chromium plate, detail finish and trans- 
mission noises were naturally absent 
from our conversations. Yet it seemed 
that even here all was not perfect. The 
Bentley and the Rolls-Royce now 
needed to be quite different cars—the 
Bentley smaller in dimensions, the 
Rolls-Royce a little bigger. 

In spite of the recession, America 1s 
becoming more Rolls-Royce conscious, 
for only from abroad and in this class 
of motor car can such terms as “cus- 
tom-built” and “personalized” be 
really justified. And the price, without 
purchase tax, is by no means as start- 
ling to a dollar-earner as it may seem at 
home. All this, it seemed, was known 
to the senior company representative. 

I presume to have opinions on these 
subjects, and agree with the separa- 
tionists; I think the Rolls-Royce might 
well be a little bigger. If the luggage 
capacity is to be vast, the seats long, the 
upholstery foot-deep, a car needs to be 
lengthy to provide adequate space for 
legs. 

Bentleys appeal to an owner with 
rather different tastes, and several of his 
requirements are not compatible with 
enormous overall dimensions. More 
Bentley owners drive their own cars 
than do Rolls-Royce owners; often such 
cars must be parked, rather than waved 
away. Performance for its own sake is 
a factor, while Rolls-Royces need only 
to make a rapid but unhurried arrival. 

I do not envy “Doc” Llewellyn 
Smith and his team the job of deciding 
what next is needed for Rolls-Royce 
and Bentley.

Air Tubes Trap 


k ECENT reports that the Metropolitan 
Police are experimenting with the 
Venner speed measuring instrument sug- 
gest that the police may have a high 
opinion of the device. This implication 
is given by the fact that it first made its 
appearance in November last year, when 
the police were said to be testing it on 
“outer London roads.” Thus, if they are 
still interested in it the preliminary trials 
must have proved satisfactory. 
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The Venner speed measurer consists of 
two slim air tubes lying on the road 
5ft 10.4in apart, connected to a transistor 
ized timer which measures the time taken 
by a vehicle’s front wheels to cross the 


gap, and records the answer in m.p.h 
It has obvious advantages over the 
maligned, distrusted and misused radar 


meters, since a greater degree of accuracy 
may be assumed, and it can be used on 
congested roads where the radar meter is 
unable to differentiate between individual 
cars approaching together. If, as seems 
to be the case, the police have set their 
hearts on abandoning the old stopwatch 
method of speed trapping in favour of a 
scientific device, it is to be hoped that 
they will adopt the Venner machine in 
place of radar apparatus.

HOLIDAY PLANNING 


N economical continental holiday with a small car is well 

within the bounds of possibility—ever since returning 

from one of the Dominions some years ago we have made 
a habit of it. We resolved to see as much as possible of Europe, 
and to steep ourselves in the oldness of it all after the newness 
and brashness in that temporary “home” overseas 

One particularly reasonably-priced holiday was a 
Holland, where the excellent roads made motoring a pleasure 
Inexpensive petrol at about 4s a gallon represented 
able saving over the price in other lands, and overnight accom- 
modation in the smaller hotels with bed and breakfast could be 
had for 10s to 12s a night 

Both British Railways and the Dutch Zeeland service offer 
reduced rates to motorists on their Harwich-Hook of Holland 
service. The day service gives greater economy if one has no 
objection to spending seven waking hours or so on the water 
rather than sleeping hours in a cabin on the night boat. In 
fact cabins on the day boat are available at a small extra charge 
of about 10s for a two-berth cabin—recommended to those 
who prefer privacy or whose sea legs are not their strongest 
limbs! 

Apart from the fares, outlay need not be large. 
with a small son and a little Renault, the fares were under the 
£30 mark for a return on the day boat. 

We established the habit of enjoying picnic lunches during 
our holiday. We tried the famous pumpernickel (black rye 
bread) with cheeses, and several other kinds of bread; the but 
chers and better grocers sell many excellent varieties of cooked 
meats and sausages. Liquid refreshment was usually a brew-up

on a folding stove by the roadside. For our evening meal we 
would take dinner in the hotel at about 8s to 9s a head, gener- 
ally satisfying in quality and more than adequate in quantity 
The cooking is not so very different from home, but the 
standard of meat tenderness is very high; only the mass of 
potatoes the average Dutchman manages to dispose of will 
surprise Britons. Occasionally in the towns we would have a 
Chinese or Indonesian dinner at one of the many oriental 
restaurants. For 4s or 5s a very adequate meal of chicken soup, 
loempia (batter with bean shoots), bami or nasi-goreng (fried 
rice or noodles and meat) and coffee may be enioved. 
Hotels are generally clean and comfortable; they have ade- 
quate plumbing, and provide probably the most British of con- 
tinental breakfasts with a boiled 
egg, several sorts of bread, butter 
and marmalade and tea or coffee 
Some hotels even add corn-flakes 
and fruit juice 

English is spoken freely in Hol- 
land and, except in the remoter 
areas, there is seldom any difficulty 
in making oneself understood. In- 
deed, those who 
mastered the native language may 
find that their greatest difficulty is 
in finding an opportunity to speak 
it.

Probably one’s first port of 
call after landing at the Hook 
will be the new city of Rotter-

This, the scene of bitter fighting in 1940, now has 
attractive cafés and zoo. At Osterbeek the British war 
cemetery can be visited—a bitter reminder of the price 
paid in the unsuccessful attempt of the Airborne 
Division to secure the Rhine bridge. 

Perhaps a short trip te Niymegen—15 miles away 
and the German frontier appeals. The following day 
a 100-mile trip can be made to Maastricht, in Lim 
a popular holiday centre and the most foreign 
Dutch towns, wedged between Belgium and 
Maastricht indeed a medieval town of 
character. Nearby, the attractive hills of Valkenburg 
and Schin op Geul are worth a visit, as well as the 
woods where Germany. Belgium and Holland meet. 

Northward via Eindhoven, the modern radio city 
of Holland, a good route leads across the heathlands 
of Brabant, with perhaps a small excursion to Turn- 
hout, 20 miles from Tilburg. Just over the Belgian 
frontier, the town different from Holland as 
chalk from cheese.

There are also some features 
of the design and construction which detract from the general 
good impression formed by the car. Among these are the 
clumsy under-bonnet arrangement; the awkward position of the 
pedals to the left of the wheel arch, causing the driver to sit 
slightly at an angle; and the backrest of the front seat is too 
far from the vertical to give real support if the driver sits 
upright. On a long journey the driving position becomes 
decidedly uncomfortable. 

In spite of these criticisms the Jowett gave the impression 
»f being a car which perhaps may have covered a high mileage, but 

nevertheless one to which some detail attention would result 
in a very sound used car purchase. The extent of underbody 
orrosion was very mild for the car’s age, and it was noticed 
that the exhaust system had been renewed fairly recently. A 
particularly good feature was the way in which the whole car

Radar Speed Meters 


Criticisms Are Misplaced. Now that the police have started 
using radar speed checks, there have been many emphatic out- 
cries, notably by the motoring organizations, who undoubtedly 
are conscious of their duty to protect the interests of thei 
members 
Almost without exception, the complaints voiced are con- 
cerned with the alleged lack of accuracy of the instruments, and 
their susceptibility to outside interference. In spite of stories of 
jingling keys causing meters to indicate 100 m.p.h., I suspect that 
few people would deny that meters are sufficiently accurate under 
the conditions in which the police intend to use them—this has 
been adequately proved by tests. Undoubtedly the use of meters 
presents a serious threat to the habitual speeder, who relies on 
his prowess in spotting police cars and traps at a distance to keep 
him out of trouble, and he will possibly attack the latest develop- 
ments to the last. 
But to my mind all the criticisms are wholly misplaced. The 
fact is that many people speed, and under certain circumstances 
speeding causes accidents; how then can use of radar meters be 
any less ethical than speeding itself? < 
Universal respect of the speed limits everywhere will rapidly 
bring traffic virtually to a standstill. Only in comparatively 
few places is a genuine 30 m.p.h. limit necessary at all times for 
safety reasons, and there are hundreds of miles of roads which 
are limited to 30 m.p.h. for convenience only——wide roads with 
houses well back, where 40 or 50 m.p.h. limits would be safe 
It is unfortunate that only along such roads, where vehicles are 
well spaced out, will radar meters be able to spot particular cars 
exceeding 30 m.p.h., while in dense areas, where speeding really 
is dangerous, the meters are useless. 
Traffic today is enabled to move at the speed it does because 
a large proportion of motorists drive at what their common 
sense tells them is a safe speed, regardless of whether it is above

Gear Ratios 


Critic of the Sunbeam Rapier. In March, 1931, you published 
1 letter from me criticizing the choice of gear ratios in a 
speed gear box newly introduced in a small car in place of 
previous three-speed gear. I pointed out that there was 
difference between second and third gears than there was betwee 
third and top. That letter excited quite a lot of correspondence, 
including a letter from the designer of the car who triumphantly 
pointed out that I was quite wrong because there was a greater 
arithmetical difference between second and third than there was 
between third and top! 

Yet now, 27 years later, you announce particulars of the new 
Rapier II (without overdrive) with gear ratios of 4.56, 6.79, 11.26 
and 14.51 to 1. Here the drop from top to third is rather great 
that from third to second much too great, and that from second 
to first much too small. Assuming that the makers are satisfied 
that top and bottom gears are correct, then I suggest that second 
and third gears should be about 9.0 and 6.25, thus giving a 
fairly progressive increase in engine revolutions with each change 
down from top, at a constant road speed. As to the overdrive 
model, how many drivers want seven speeds? Personally I 
would much prefer a four-speed box with well-spaced ratios, with 
in overdrive top for favourable conditions.

Correspondence columns, you have numerous American readers; 
perhaps you will not object to hearing the opinions of one more 

Keep on plugging for better roads. We have never had the 
pleasure of visiting your country, but we have seen, time after 
time, the advances in economy which occur to a community 
when narrow, congested roads are replaced by four-lane 
thoroughfares with planned access. The motorist and the com- 
mercial carrier do not object to paying for better roads; the 
recent toll turnpikes built by many States here have been 
remarkably successful, and show a good financial return 

While on the subject of finance, we do not understand at all 
your Purchase Tax; naturally your economy demands heavy 
taxation at’ the present time, but such a monstrously punitive 
tax on the purchasers of new vehicles must restrict the sales 
(and so the capital expenditures for expansion) of your auto- 
motive industry, which, even though so handicapped, seems 
to be doing so well in bringing in dollars and other foreign 
credit to vour government 
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The Magnette averages 23-24 m.p.g. (U.S.) at 60-65 m.p.h. 
(true); harder driving reduces this to 20-2]; driving lightly I 
have reached 26-27. Apart from the valves, I have had no trouble 
other than -having to replace a starter armature.

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“THE TOPICALITY of a recent papes 
4 presented to the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers* arises from the 
provision in the Road Traffic Act, 1956, 
for compulsory inspection. The Road 
Research Laboratory, charged with the 
task of assessing the value of compulsory 
inspection, gave special attention to the 
methods by which these tests could be 
carried out, and the suitability of various 
types of equipment 

The authors of the paper emphasize 
that the safety aspect is the essential main- 
spring behind the investigation, and add 
that many other countries already have 
compulsory examinations. In the U.S.A 
some 16 States check on 25 per cent of 
America’s vehicles. The United King- 
dom, too, is among countries with checks 
on public service or goods vehicles 

Benefits suggested from the adoption 
of compulsory inspection include a reduc- 
tion in the number and severity of acci 
dents, and some decrease in maintenanc« 
costs resulting from early diagnosis of 
faults. The testing station at Hendon 
vas used as one of the most important 
guinea-pigs in the compilation of data 
With cars of ten years of age or more, no 
fewer than 83 per cent had badly aimed 
head lamps, 43 per cent had some fault 
in the steering mechanisms, 11 per cent 
could not produce 40 per cent braking 
efficiency, and a further 45 per cent had 
other faults in the braking system 

Newer cars proved to be in better con- 
dition but, even so, 61 per cent required 
head lamp adjustment and 18 per cent 
had excessively worn § steering Th 
newer cars were much better in the matt 
of brakes, less than 1 per cent failing t 
produce 40 per cent efficiency The 
reason for the marked difference in th 

f cars in each group with badly 
1 lamps is put down largely 
to the modern flush-fitting lamp being 
more rigidly mounted than the olde 
type, and less likely to be knocked out of 
alignment accidentally 

An unofficial check was carried out also 
on commercial vehicles on the road neat 
Oxford. It was found generally that their 
condition from the safety aspect was, on 
the average, eyen worse than that of car 
and there were even greater discrepancies 
in braking efficiency 

In their paper the authors emphasize 
that compulsory inspection, if adopted, 
should include all classes of vehicles. The 
official statistics for 1955 regarding acci- 
dents causing personal injury prove the 
case. The percentages of each class of 
vehicle involved in personal injury acci- 
dents was: motor-assisted cycles, 4.3 per 
cent; pedal cycles, 3.2; commercial 

ehicles, 2.9; motor cycles other than the 

“ motor-assisted cycle ” class, 1.8; cars and 
taxis, 1.6; and public service vehicles, 1.2 
Accidents per million vehicle miles were: 
cars 4.0, then goods 4.1, public service 
vehicles 5.3, all types of motor cycles 
15.0, and pedal cycles 52.0. 

The authors claim that the official 
Ministry of Transport figures relating to 
vehicle defects as a cause of accidents are 
misleading.

While 
big-capacity engines become scarcer, new 
and smaller models are added to the 


[: the engine capacity scale of cars 


range every year. Reasons for this 
development are increasing taxes, the 
rising cost of living, fuel costs, labour, 


raw materials and, last but by no means 
least, the progress of research and design, 
permitting more and more power to be 
extracted from an engine of given swept 
volume. 

Today there are few car engines in 
production on the Continent with a 
capacity exceeding three litres. On the 
other side of the scale, engines which by 
their capacity were regarded a few years 
ago aS mere toys, today propel little cars 
which are fully up to the task of trans- 
porting four adults and their luggage over 
Alpine passes as a matter of routine. 

Much has been done, especially in 
Germany, to develop the small and 
economical car, and a wealth of experi- 
ence has been collated on the design of 
such vehicles. Much of this knowledge 
has been gained the hard way, and today 
t appears that makers who are unable to 
“read the signs” will fall by the wayside. 

Until a short time ago, a car powered 
by a 1,000 cc. engine was regarded 
is small. At least in Germany two 
definite categories of vehicles may be dis- 
cerned below this capacity—small cars 
with 600 c.c. engines, and minicars or 
‘“ Scooter-mobiles,” as they are called. 


Economy and Efficiency 


Current taxation rates, insurance, and 
tax refunds for mileage covered between 
home and work, have specially favoured 
the 600 c.c. engine in Germany. On the 
other hand, experience has shown this 
capacity to be the lcwest which permits 
design of an efficient engine, sufficiently 
lightly stressed to permit good reliability 
with the use of relatively cheap material, 
and torque characteristics which provide 
the desired degree of flexibility. 

In the 600 c.c. class there were but two 
competitors in the market last year—the 
rear-engined Fiat from Italy and the 
f.w.d. Lloyd. These have been joined by 
the 600 BMW, the NSU Prince, the 
T600 Goggomobil and possibly the DKW 
—still subject to some speculation. 

There is evidence that the 600 may 
well become the car of the coming years. 
Smaller vehicles may appear more 
economical] at first glance but, in the long 
run, a highly stressed small engine— 
especially if it is a two-stroke unit—will 
use at least as much fuel as a four-stroke 
engine of twice its capacity if pressed, and 
it will usually wear out more quickly. The 
man who buys a small car is usually a first 
owner, and could not be expected to be a 
technical expert. It is, therefore, fair to 
demand that the engine of a small car 
shall run for S0-75,000 miles before an

overhaul becomes due and without need 
for much attention. 

The ultra-small vehicles—“ Scooter- 
mobiles,” bubble-cars and the like—are, 
it appears, a passing trend. Ar least two 
of the important manufacturers of small 
vehicles in Germany, the Bayerische 
Motoren Werke and the Hans Glas com- 
pany, have realized this and adjusted their 
manufacturing programmes accordingly. 
Said Hans Glas, shrewd boss of the 
Goggomobil empire: “ According to the 
present know-how of automobile design, 
the purchaser of a small car can and will 
demand a vehicle that is a full-fledged 
automobile with regard to its perform- 
ance, reliability and good looks. 

“The experience of the last 40 years 
shows the ‘genuine automobile’ to have 
the best chance for a favourable accept- 
ance by the buying public. Putting this 
conviction into practice, we designed the 
new Goggomobil T600....” This 
opinion is doubly significant as it comes 
from a man who built and still builds 
minicars with 250, 300 and 400 c.c. 
engines. 


Technical Trends 


In technical design the four German 
600 c.c. family cars have much in com- 
mon. All have two-door saloon bodies 
seating four, air-cooled, twin cylinder 
four-stroke engines with "overhead valves, 
and independent suspension all round. 

The NSU parallel twin engine and the 
BMW’s flat twin are both rear-mounted 
and drive the rear wheels. The Goggo- 
mobil’s flat twin and the Lloyd’s parallel 
twin are both installed at the front. But 
whereas the Lloyd has front-wheel trac- 
tion, the production Goggomobil will 
most probably drive its rear wheels. 
Power output in all cases is 19-20 b.h.p. 
at 4,500-4,800 r.p.m., with the modest 
compression ratio varying between 6.5 
and 7.2 to l.

their maximum torque of 28-29 lb ft 


around the middle of their power 
range—at 2,300 to 2,500 r.p.m.; maxi- 
mum speed in all cases is around 
60 m.p.h., and all are designed to give 


full power for long periods, so that they 
may be able to run at or near their 
maxima on the autobahn over long 
periods without harm. 

It should not be difficult to extract con- 
siderably more power but, at least in 
Germany, power has been limited to just 
below 20 b.h.p. in the interests of staying 
within a certain insurance class, out- 
growing of which w ould involve a higher 
premium. Engines with a higher b.h.p. 
output may be expected in cars destined 
for export. 

It is interesting to notice that the two- 
stroke engine, which for many decades 
had been regarded as the typical German 
answer to the small-car problem, has 
definitely fallen from public favour. If 
one of the reasons for this phenomenon 
is the “cheap exhaust noise,’ another 
certainly is the economy aspect. The two- 
stroke may be more economical to manu- 
facture and service, but the saving on this 
account is soon outweighed by the higher 
cost of running. Not only is the two- 
stroke less economical on larger throttle 
openings but, because of the total loss 
lubrication system, oil costs alone militate 
against the two-stroke in the long run. 

It is significent that the hitherto largest 
manufacturer of two-stroke engined cars, 
the Lloyd Motor Company, dropped 
their 400 c.c. two-stroke line in favour of 
a 600 c.c. four-stroke engine, despite 
having developed an entirely new and 


quite promising 400 c.c. two-stroke car 
engine giving 17 b.h.p. Careful com- 
parisons show that the 600 c.c. engine 
leads the economy race from roughly 


20,000 miles onwards. 

As to shape and finish of the small car, 
the same phenomenon so apparent in the 
middle class of vehicle may be observed 
—there is hardly a market for an 
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Best-selling Italian rival—the Fiat 600 compares most closely with the NSU in mechanical layout 
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“austerity version.” Time and again WT TALE 
manufacturers have tried to market a 
“ standard” version devoid of chromium 
embellishment and equipped only with 
the barest essentials. Without exception 
the so-called “popular” model never 
lived up to this name, and did no more 
than provide its manufacturer with the 
opportunity to quote an attractively low 
price for a basic model in his literature. ;

“as experience in Germany plainly 
hows, this is a genuine four-seater saloon 
with sufficient room for luggage. The car 
must be able to cruise at 60 m.p.h., fuel 
consumption is expected to come in the 
region of 50-55 m.p.g., and the low-speed 
torque must be good enough to eliminate 
the need for continuous fumbling at the 
gear-shift. Suspension must be quite 
soft, either with the driver alone aboard 
or the car loaded to capacity, and it should 
look like a car and behave like one. 



































Business Background 





There are further reasons why the small- 
car trend has developed faster in Germany 
than elsewhere. One of the more im- 
portant has been the speedy decline of 
motor cycle business, attributable in part 
to economic recovery, traffic problems, 
taxation and several other angles. If we 
compare the decline of the two-wheeler 
and the increase of the small car (up to 
650 c.c.) on the basis of 100 per cent for 
1953, the shift is apparent:

In German car production small cars 
amount to approximately one-fifth of the 
total already. If it is realized that about 
one-third of all cars sold inside Germany 
are Volkswagen, the important position 
of the small car becomes apparent. It 
should not be overlooked, however, that 
behind the four 600s stand modern and 
powerful factories, so competition is going 
to be strong; home sales of 600s may be 
expected to rise quickly, as well as the 
efforts to conquer foreign markets fot 
these cars 



































Small Cars Popular 








The German home market can de- 
finitely absorb quite a number of small 
cars. The sales figures of the two chief 
contestants mentioned earlier are suffi- 
cient proof of this contention—Lloyd’s 
sold roughly 45,000 cars in Germany in 
1956 and again in 1957, and Fiat incre: ased 
the sales of its 600 from 12,000 in 1956 
to 20,000 last year. Favourable purchase 
terms, good service and cheap replace- 
ment units will eventually decide the race 
for public favour. 

Small-car manufacture no _ longer 
appears to be a playground for the 
‘assembler” and limited producer; 
competition will force manufacturers to 
produce all parts and components in a 
really rational way on up-to-date mach- 
inery, to be able to keep up with their 
competitors. This, of course, involves 
huge investments for tooling and mass 
manufacture. 

Only time will show if all companies 
at present embarking on small-car manu- 
facture will survive; certainly the battle 
is going to be a hot one.

Pressure Oil Gun 


A CONTINENTAL pressure oil gun, 
the Reilang, is being distributed in 
the United Kingdom by Step Industrial 
Equipment, Ltd., Potten End, Berk- 
hamsted, Hertfordshire. It has an in- 
genious arrangement of twin pumps 
which ensures full oil feed to the nozzle 
in whatever attitude the gun is held—a 
valuable feature with modern cars in 
which access to oiling points may be diffi- 
cult. This is achieved by providing two 
intakes, one on an arm which swings at 
the bottom level of the cast aluminium 
container, and the other high in the neck. 

Container height of the model exam- 
ined—smallest in the range—is 4}in and 
diameter 24in; overall height is 11]4in. 
The nozzle tube is of brass, and the gun 
is operated by a convenient finger trigger; 
there is adjustment for oil pressure and 
rate of flow. The quality of workman- 
hip of the pump is high. Tested with 
both light and heavy oils, the gun gave 
fully satisfactory operation down to the 
last spoonful in the container. Prices are

A CONTINENTAL wrench which

Lund Lamp, Latest Version 


“THE Lund driving lamp, introduced 

some years ago, has now been fitted 
with a patented lens having two sets of 
fluted prisms joined at a single step on 
the horizontal diameter. The fluting is 
tapered, with the narrow (clear light) end 
at the top. In the previous design it was 
found that some stray upward beams were 
caused by the horizontal steps of the nine 
prisms used. 

This lamp, a twin-filament design, is 
intended for use instead of head lamps, 
and particularly to avoid the sudden re- 
duction of visibility caused by dipping. 
The top half of the lamp and the main 
filament provide the long-distance com- 
ponent of the light, and the bottom half 
with the subsidiary filament the wide, 
diffused light path directly ahead.

VERYBODY will be delighted at 
Peter Harper’s win in the R.A.C. 
RaHy last week, for if ever anyone 
deserved to win a big rally, Peter did. 
Though, broadly speaking, the event was 
tremendous fun and everybody enjoyed it, 
there were one or two thoroughly frustrat- 
ing points; before the event can take its 
place among the big European rallies, and, 
more important, attract the Continental 
competitors, these will need sorting out. 
Everyone wants this particular event 
and rallies in general—to become better 
each year; the following points, therefore, 
are raised with this end in view—not, as 
it may appear, as a “ moan.” 

First and foremost—and confusing to 
most people—was the question of penalty 
marks incurred by lateness at controls 
The regulations stated that by missing a 
control altogether, one lost 300 poi 


' 


the rate of ten marks per minute late, this 








is equivalent to a maximum of half an 
hour. 

The regulations also stated that com- 
petitors late at one control could be an 
equivalent amount late at succeeding 
controls without incurring further penalty 
marks—up to a maximum lateness of 30 
minutes. In fact, anything over 30 
minutes was treated as half an hour so far 
is one’s time due in at the next control 
was concerned. What was not clear, 
however, was whether, if one reached a 
control, say, 40 minutes late, one was 
credited with 300 or 400 penalty marks. 

Further confusion arose from the fact 
that the controls closed down half an hour 
after the last competitor was due in; this 
meant that, if he was running half an 
hour late, the last competitor (who was 
occupying the last place in the column 
through no fault of his own, of course) 
would find no control at which to check 


in. From this, one deduced that there 
was nothing to be gained by checking in 
over half an hour late—the last competitor 
being unable to do so—and that it would 
be better to miss the control altogether. 
However, most people decided that, logic- 
ally, it would be better to visit every 
control, and this they tried to do. 

From this confusion arose many 
anomalies: Edward Harrison, for example, 
spent several hours transferring the steer- 
ing assembly from his father Cuth’ 
Zephyr to his own crashed car, thereby 
missing 14 controls, but he actually 
finished higher in the general classification 
than Whatmough’s Ford, which had 
visited every control. 

Also, as an allied subject, the regula- 
tions stated that to qualify as a finisher, 
one had to complete at least half the road 
section, and compete in at least half the 
total number of tests. One or two people,

disillusioned by the hardships of the

It seems to me that it would be infin 
tely better to say that every control must 
be visited—after all, that is the object of 
the exercise. If the weather is bad, give 
a maximum lateness of, say, two hours 
and then exclusion from the event. This, 
in the weather conditions that prevailed 
last week, would undoubtedly have made 
things very difficult for some people—but 
nobody thanks organizers for making their 
regulations too lax. 

As things stand, the gallant 15 who 
managed to climb Hardknott (Howells, 
M.G.; Worswick, Ford; Walton, Jaguar; 
Whatmough, Ford; Rumsey, M.G.; Ray, 
Sunbeam; Ann Hall, Ford; Fursden, 
Skoda; Marsh, Renault; Gradwell, Morris; 
Farrell, M.G.; Michalkiewicz, Morgan; 
Hopkirk, Standard; Turnbull, Ford, and 
Harper, Sunbeam) were placed, in several 
cases, lower than those who had missed 
it—and other controls—out. 

Then there was the baulking on such 
places as the Rhayader Mountain Road, 
Bwlch-y-Groes, and several other hills. 
Surely, when such weather conditions 
prevail, it would be wise to station 
marshals at such places, and probably a 
winch or two to drag people to the top?

Groes, and 20 of so minutes on the 
approach to HardFnott; on the icy roads 
it was, of course, impossible to make up 
the time lost, and there was no official 
recognition of, or owance for, such 
hold-ups 

In each case, we, sonally, were held 
up by the Class 1 small cars starting from 
Blackpool It would have been better, 
rather than send off all nine classes from 
Blackpool, and then follow them up with 
the nine classes from Hastings, to launch 
the Class 9 Blackpool people and then 
follow them with Class 9 from Hasting 
followed by Class 8 from Blackpool and 
Class 8 from Hastings .and soon. At 
least, by this means, the classes would 
keep together. It is significant that, of the

In view of the fact that the experienced 
rally drivers made the climbs look simple 
an alternative might be to start off the 
most experienced drivers first; on the 
entry form a full list of one’s previous rally 
experience is required, so it would not be 
difficult to sort them out 

A problem which is very difficult to 
solve is that of mixing cars of widely dif- 
fering engine sizes—and performances—in 
the circuit tests. At one of two circuits 
drivers of fast cars found themselves sit 
ting on the back row of the starting grid 
behind three rows of Morris Minors, 
Renault Daphines and the like—cars 
with a maximum speed probably 40 m.p.h 
lower than their own. The rows were 
started at ten-second intervals, so that, 
before the first lap was through, the fast 
cars were overtaking the shoal of 
“tiddlers.” The objections, surely, to 
mixing cars of widely differing perform 
ances at Le Mans must apply just as much 
in this case? 

This problem arose, again, largely 
through the system of starting all nine 
classes from Blackpool, and then al! nine 
from Hastings.
